Rose is truly sensational, with a streamlined torso that outdoes 
all the Venuses of antiquity. We go to the museums to look upon such 
classic nudes, and it is considered inspiring and educational. But the 
strip-tease is surrounded with suggestiveness and filth. Yet millions 
of men and women might well look upon the spectacle of Gypsy Rose 
and be inspired. 

When I saw her in the tawdry burlesque setting, doing bumps and 
grinds, I was struck by the symbolism of it all. 

The Greeks built their temples to such goddesses. They wor- 
shipped all physical beauty as the mask of an inner divinity. 

But here it is sold in the marketplace, exhibited as advertising for 
corn-plasters, cigars and cathartics. Or it is paraded with lewd and 
suggestive technique in a burlesque dump, the filthy secret of a dying 
civilization. 

But beauty is truth, and truth is beauty. The beauty of Gypsy 
Rose Lee can never be filthy or decadent. It is the truth of nature, 
which is never vulgar or commercial. , 

That the aura of dynamism, emanating from the figure of Gypsy 
Rose has a deeper source than the skin is evidenced by the novel she 
wrote, a mystery called, “The G-String Murder.” 

At first it was received like a gag. What, a strip tease gir] writing 
a novel? But when the critics read it, as I have done recently, it was 
discovered that this was the work of a marked literary talent. 

The plot is baloney; it is the familiar detective story which has 
maimed so many writers in America. But the environment of a 
burlesque: girl’s life in which the story is set has never been done so 
well by anyone in America. The novel is a contribution to our na- 
tional folk-lore. 

Gypsy Rose Lee belongs to the people. She has been a militant 
and intelligent progressive for many years. She is beautiful, and she 
is talented. I like her. Neither do I positively hate Bing Crosby. He 
is also one who belongs to the people. 

But I am still against crooning—now and tomorrow and forever. 
Benno, cannot you understand a healthy prejudice?
